The proceeds of all donutions of whatever natare, and from
whatever source, shall be and remain a perpetual fund, except as hereinafter
provided, and called the Chatfield Academy Fund, the interest of which
shall be appropriated for the snpport of said Academy; Provided, howev
er, that when o donor at the time of making his donation to said Acade-
my, shall designate the partieular ebject for which he makes said donation,
it shall be appropriated nnd expended accordingly.

Sec. 4. The Trustees ure anthorized to expend snch portion of the
funds ns may come under their control in the erection of suitable buildings,
and in purchasing a site for the same, for the purclhase of library, mathe-
matical, philosophical and cliemical apparatus as they may deem expedient,
and the control of all funds given or granted to said Academy, are hereby
vested in said Board of Trustees.

SEc. 5. At the {irst meeting regularly colled and holden, the Trustees
shall desiguate the time of their first and future annual meetings, which
shall in no case he altered exeept by a vote of two-thirds of the Trustees;
they. may alzo choose ull necessary officers, whose term of office thall ex-
pire at the first annual meeling. 'The Trostees shall at seid first meet
ing, be divided Ly lot, into threc classes of five ench, number one, two
aud three; class number one shall hold their office one year; class number
two shall hold-their office two years; and class number three shall hold
